Wild Flowers. 


Our wild flowers are disappearing. A 
friend whose memory goes back some 
fifty years tells me that in his young days 
country roads offered a far richer harvest 
of gay-coloured blossoms than they do to- 
day. Wild-woodbine and feathery 
meadow-sweet no.longer lend so much 
fragrance to our lanes, he says, and, 
although celandines and buttercups are 
as plentiful as ever, he bitterly laments 
the almost total disappearance of the rg 
arum-lily and fluffy pink ragged-robin. 
The greater freedom in moving about the 
country is, no doubt, the chief cause of 
the disappearance of our country flowers. 
Nevertheless, it seems a pity that pic- 
nic parties should find it necessary to 
destroy wantonly plants which should add 
materially to the enjoyment of their 
country rambles. This summer I have 
repeatedly found flowering plants pulled 
up by the roots and thrown aside to die in 
fields frequented by “ hikers ” and holi- 
day-makers. 


A Klalediction Defied. 


I hear that the present owner of Howth 
Castle, Mr. J. G. Gaisford St. Lawrence. 
may assume the responsibility of 
defying a threatened curse, which has 
held the barons of Howth to tne 
observance of a strange nightly custom 
since the days of Queen Elizabeth. The 
malediction was imposed by the notorious 
Grace O’Mallev, the piratical daughter sf 
a Connanght chieftain, who in those days 
was a thorn in the side of the English.

University, where he secured both 
his cricket and Rugby Pink, and played 
on the XV. which won the Leinster Senior 
Cup at the end f the 1925-26 season. | At 
the conclusion of his studies at T.C.D., he 
played with the Wanderers until a 
scholastic appointment at Glenalmond, 
the great Scottish public school, took him 
out of Irish club Rugby. He was the 
first to exploit the famous ‘‘ dummy ”’ 
tactics at scrum-half with effect in the 
international game, and the ease with 
which he tricked such knowledgable for- 
wards as A. T. Voyce, Dr. Cove-Smith and 
Tom Bannerman was always a joy to the 
spectators. 


On Conditions. 


It is quite common for a testator to 
leave a bequest on condition that the 
legatee fulfils certain conditions, but we 
seldom hear whether the conditions are 
fulfilled. The provisions of one bequest 
made twenty-five years ago, however, are 
still being carried out; for I notice that 
an American wueman has arrived in Eng- 
land for the twenty-fifth year in succession, 
her aunt having left her a legacy of £400 
a year provided that she crossed and re- 
crossed the Atlantic annually. She was to 
forfeit the income should she once fail to 
make the trip, but so far she has not 
failed. She is not the only victim of a 
testamentary whim. A few years ago an 
Austrian Army officer left a considerable 
fortune to his nephew on condition that 
he never read a newspaper, and appointed 
three trustees to see that he carried it out. 
I have never heard whether :r not the 
nephew fulfillel the condition, but 
probably by this time the trustees have 
vot tired of watching him, and he may 
manage to have an occasional glimpse at 
a paper on the quiet. In any case, if he 
goes to the cinema, he can see the news 
pictures, about which no prohibition was 


made. 
A Francis Thompson Play. 


Apparently the present vogue is to have 
plays dealing with the lives of celebrated 
persons of the Victorian age. Such nota- 
bilities as Florence Nightingale, the 
Brownings, and Knox, the famous surgeon 
of Edinburgh, are being, or have been, re- 
cently presented as figures of drama : and 
soon there will be added the pathetic figure 
of Francis Thompson. Thompson’s life was 
far less happy than that of Robert Brown- 
ing or of his wife, so that the play ought 
not to lack dramatic material. Thompson’s 
early years ought to provide a dramatist 
with plenty of highly-coloured material, 
and the calmer days of his too-brief life 
will give the needed contrast. The author- 
ship of the play is at present unknown. 
He is said to be a well-known dramatist. 
who prefers to remain anonymous for the 
present. 


An Original Idea. 


I was greatly interested the other day 
to read about what must surely be one of 
the most original shops in the world. To 
provide the poor with good dresses at 
cheap rates, two New York merchants 
some years ago bought bankrupt stocks, 
which included immense supplies of the 
latest French fashions; cut overhead 
charges by dispensing with mannequins, 
triers-on and saleswomen; and _ started 
away. To operate without these apparently 
indispensable assistants the dresses were 
hung on long racks, every one with its 
price plainly marked. Customers were 
invited to inspect, and, having made a 
decision, proceeded to a dressing-room to 
trv on. If satisfied, they took their selec- 
tion to a sales window, where they 
paid.“had them packed and. if necessary, 
sent home. At present the store comprises 
no lea than seven huge floors, and the 
only exceptional outlay not provided for 
in original estimates is the sum required 
for the large force of detectives whose 
presence has become necessary. Prices 
average about £5, the lowest being a few 
shillings. The shop has been a stupendous 
success: 20.000 or 30,000 garments are 
bought daily. and in a recent vear a turn- 
over of £5.000.000 has been made on a 
creative outlay of £200,000.

Bird Sanctuaries. 


Since Nature everywhere is fighting a 
hard battle against material ‘‘ progress,” 
her champions have a chivalrous claim 
upon the public ear. In a_ broadcast 
address, last Saturday. the Reverend 
P. G. Kennedy, S.J., lamented the pro- 
posed ‘‘ Blue Lagoon’’ as a menace to the 
new bird sanctuary at Dollymount. We 
never have been enamoured of the “‘ Blue 
Lagoon ’’ project, which seeks, at a large 
cost of money, to turn a quiet stretch of 
land and water into a noisy playground 
for motor bicycles and _ speed boats. 
Already these and similar delights have 
ample scope in other places near Dublin: 
and we feel that, as the city grows, its 
remaining oases, in which tired people 
may find the peace of Nature, must 
become increasingly precious. Now -Father 
Kennedy props our conservatism with a 
new and powerful argument. The Irish 
Society for the Protection of Birds secured 
the Bull Island as this country’s first bird 
sanctuary, and in a short time it has 
grown to be, as Father Kennedy says. 
““a very paradise of wild birds.” With 
mysterious instinct not only the common 
birds that frequent our coasts, but other 
species, hitherto rare and shy, have dis- 
covered that they are safe in this retreat. 
Thus the sanctuary has become a great 
means of education, a great source of 
simple, yet subtle, pleasure, and a placil 
and purifying influence in the restless 
life of a crowded community. Other 
countries are making haste—while there 
is yet time—to repair the nineteenth 
century 's ravages upon Nature. England 
is preserving her beauty spots and has 
created many bird sanctuaries. Germany 
and Holland are taking like measures. 
and rare sorts of birds are being saved 
from extinction in a special area of 
Czechoslovakia. We have seen lately how 
two nations have conspired to speed a 
vast army of tired swallows on their 
southern flight with free transport by 
railway and aeroplane. The Irish people 
will be unworthy of their traditions )f 
they fail to acknowledge an _ equally 
gracious fellowship with Nature and an 
equal sense of duty towards God’s humbler 
creatures. Father Kennedy's plea for the 
Bull Island sanctuary must enlist the 
support of all good citizens.

Ithaca. 


The Athens Correspondent of the 
Morning Post announces that the famous 
Cave of the Nymphs, described in the 
Odyssey, has been found by Greek 
excavators in Ithaca. Strabo, in the first 
century of our era, actually denied the 
cave's existence, though Sir William Gell. 
who visited the island in 1806, claimed 
strongly that it was not a myth. It appears 
now that Strabo’s mistake was due to the 
collapse of the roof as a result of stone- 
quarrying by the Romans. This discovery 
is of unusual interest; for the cave has 
been one of the “ key ” positions in the 
controversy whether or not modern Ithaca 
was the island to which Odysseus returned

in the twentieth year of his wanderings. 
Many explanations have been offered by 
scholars to account for geographical dis- 
crepancies in Homer's epic. One school 
favoured a belief that Leucas was Homer's 
Ithaca, and that the name was transferred 
by migration to its present home. — Dr. 
Samuel Butler, even more ingenious, in- 
sisted that the poem was writt1 at 
Trapani, in Sicily, by a young woman who 
depicted herself as Nausicaa, and that her 
knowledge of Ionian topography was weak. 
At last the cave, rescued from the obscurity 
into which the Roman quarrying plunged 
it, seems to proclaim Ithaca’s right to her 
exalted position in literature. We shall 
rejoice if orthodoxy is vindicated; for 
nothing is more painful than a lost 
illusion, In sober truth few great men of 
history have made the stirring or brilliant 
remarks with which they have long been 
credited ; yet nobody is the better for un- 
necessary correction on these points 
Happily, Ithaca is no illusion. She 
remains the island of Odysseus and 
Penelope, of Eumeus and the faithful 
dog Argus.

TRIAL RECALLED. 


On Monday, July 27th, 1931, George 
Gilmore and Charles Gilmore (brothers) 
were charged before Judge Davitt, at the 
Dublin Criminal Court, with having, on 
divers dates between July 1st, 1925, and 


July 13th, 1931, in the County of Dublin, 


taken part or assisted in the organisation 
or maintenance of a body which purported 
to be a military body, not established or 
maintained as such by law.

LI. the political enemies of the 

German Chancellor, Dr. Bruening, 

and all the opponents of his methods of 

ruling Germany, assembled at this attrac- 

tive little town in the Harz Mountains to- 

day for their much-heralded Congress of 
the National Opposition. 

Herr Adolt Hitler, leader-in-chief of the 
Nazis; Alfred Hugenburg, the newspaper 
magnate ; the leaders of the Steel Helmets, 
and other Nationalist organisations; the 
former Commander of the Reichswehr 
(Army) ; General von Seeckt, representing 
ihe People’s Party; the former Reichs- 
bank President, Dr. Schacht, who is now 
also a Hitlerite; many prominent indus- 
trialists ; several Generals of the old Im- 
perial. Army; the former Royal Princes 
Kitel Frederich and August Wilhelm; 
and deputies of all those parties who see 
the only hope for the salvation of Ger- 
many in a strong National Government 
under Hitler and Hugenburg, all met here 
to-day united for the first time in their 
common antagonism to Dr. Bruening and 
their eagerness fo take his place if the 
opportunity should offer itself. 

After preliminary meetings in the open- 
air the main demonstration was held ip 
the Hall of the Kurhaus this afternoon, 
and agreement was reached on the resolu- 
tions to be submitted when the Reichstag 
assembles on Tuesday. 

One asks for a vote of non-confidence in 
the Bruening Government, and will 
request President Hindenburg to dissolve 
the Reichstag and order a general election 
for November 8th; a third demands the 
annulment of the emergency decrees, and 
a fourth the cessation of the payment of 
subsidies by the Reichstag to the Prussian

On the conclusion of the Congress a 
manifesto was issued demanding the 
immediate resignation of the Governments 
of the Reich and of Prussia, the holding 
of a general election, and the taking over 
of the responsibility for government by 
the Nationalists: also the restoration of 
Germany's sovereignty in matters of 
defence and equality in armaments, — 

The manifesto appeals to President 
Hindenburg to summon a real National 
Jovernment to bring about a change of 
policy which would mean the salvation of 
Germany, and declares that the organisa- 
tions which are behind the cpposition 
will “ in.the coming disorders protect the 
lives and property of those who are behind 
them, but we refuse to protect with our 
blood the present Government and the 
existing system.”

RACE. 


ARRANGEMENTS 
ALMOST COMPLETE.

5 December 10th, or as soon thercaíter 

as the weather will permit, two Irish- 
men—Mr. G. A. Barron-Boshell and Mr. 
M. G. A. Scally—members of the Irish 
Aero Club, will set out from Baldonnel in 
light aeroplanes to race to Colombo, 
Ceylon, tor a wager. Mr. Boshell 
originally intended to fly back to 
Trichinopoli alone, but a friendly rivalry, 
which started while both were learning to 
fiy, has led to the arrangement of an air 
race across nearly half the world by these 
two Lrishmen. 

The details of the flight have been 
settled, and Mr. Boshell leaves for Eng- 
land to-day to make final arrangements in 
London and to meet several of the lead- 
ing aircraft manufacturers to decide what 
type of machine shall be used. Mr. Scally 
will travel to London later this week. A 
discussion took place on Saturday evening 
between Mr. J. R. Siddeley, a cirector cf 
Messrs. A. V. Roe and Co., Ltd., makers 
of the famous Avro aeroplane, and Messrs. 
Scally and Boshell. It is understood that 
among the projects discussed was the 
purchase of Air Commodore Kingsford- 
Smith's machine, Miss Southern Cross, 
in which he attempted to break the 
‘‘record’’ for the Australia-England 
flight. 


THE ROUTE. 


The route, which was explained to an 
Irish Times representative yesterday by 
Mr. Scally, is from Baldonnel to Lympne 
(Kent), and afterwards, following the 
winter route used by the aeroplanes of the 
Imperial Airways Air Mail Service to 
India—Paris, Dijon, Marseilles, Nice, 
Pisa, Rome, Naples, Palermo (Sicily), 
and across the Mediterranean Sea to 
Tunis, Tripoli, Benghazi, Cairo, Bagdad, 
Basra, Bushire, Makram and Karachi. 

The Imperial Airways route ends at 
Karachi, and from that point the airmen 
will have to fly over land for which air 
maps have not been made. The route will 
take them to Ahmedabad... Hyderabad. 
Pondicherry, and so to Colombo. Special] 
maps are being prepared by the Aviation 
Department of the Automobile Association 
for use on the flight. These maps are of 
a special type, and obviate the necessity 
for unfolding sheets in the open cockpit 
of an aeroplane, they are fixed on rollers. 
can be rolled from one to the other in one 
continuous strip with the whole course 
from Baldonnel to Colombo marked out 
on them. 


WIRELESS EQUIPMENT. 


Both aeroplanes will carry short-wave 
wireless sets capable of being heard over 
a long range, and the pilots will be able 
to keep in constant touch with each other 
during the flight.

UBLIC interest has been aroused 
keenly in connection with the intro- 
duction of the Police (Extended Powers) 
Bill in the Dail on Wednesday, and it 
may be taken for granted that there will 
be much competition for places in the 
public gallery. This is not surprising ; 
for the occasion will be one of the highest 
importance, and may be fraught with the 
gravest of issues for the country. 

What the influences are against which 
the bill is aimed will, it is expected, we 
detailed by President Cosgrave himself ‘n 
a speech, either in introducing the bill, sr 
in connection with its introduction. Many 
people profess to be unaware of the 
existence of such influences, and it seems 
that it is the intention of the President 
fully to enlighten them. The enlighten- 
ing process may be helped if, as ‘s 
rumoured, the Roman Catholic Hierarch;, 
who will hold their autumn meeting at 
Maynooth to-morrow, should issue a state- 
ment. 


GOVERNMENT’S INTENTION. 


The situation is one of exceptional 
gravity, and during the week’s end there 
were many expressions of regret that it 
seemed impossible to have the co-operation 
of all parties in the Darl in arriving at an 
agreed policy on a matter which is clearly 
not one for Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
alone, but for any Government which 
might be called to succeed it. The pos- 
sibility of an appeal to the country for a 
mandate on this subject is by no means 
ruled out. 

So far as can be ascertained, the present 
intention of the Government is to press 
the bill through the House with all expedi- 
tion, and to get the final stage in the Dail 
before that House rises on Friday. This 
will probably mean the liberal application 
of the “ closure.’’ It is believed that all 
supporters of the Government, notwith- 
standing their unpleasant experiences last 
week, will be present and will vote. 


PARTY MEETINGS. 


The Senate is expected to put the bill 
through all its stages during the succeed- 
ing week. 

The attitude of the Labour Party has 
not been decided. I understand that a 
special meeting of the party will be held 
this evening at Leinster House, at six 
o’clock, when al] aspects of the situation 
will be considered. Members of the party 
who are absent from Dublin are being re- 
called for the meeting. The conference 
will be private, but it is not unlikely that 
a statement will be issued for publication. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal Party meet- 
ing will be held at Leinster House on 
Tuesday. 

With regard to the protection of deputies 
and senators, it was stated in an official 
quarter on Saturday that it was deemed

CORPSES. 


SCOTLAND YARD 
CALLED IN. 


“BLACK MAGIC” THEORY 
IN GRIM MYSTERY. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


HELSINGFORS, Sunday. 
YSTERIOUS flashings of coloured 
lights and secret meetings in a 
cemetery, the discovery of newly-ampu- 
tated arms and legs at the bottom of a 
well, and over thirty corpses indescrib- 
ably mutilated while lying in a mortuary 
awaiting a pauper’s grave are among the 
“Grand Guignolesque’’ details of the 
latest mystery engaging the attention of 
the Helsingfors police, who have asked 
for help from Scotland Yard. 

All the information at present in the 
hands of the police leads them to fear 
an outbreak of Satanism, or necromancy, 
involving the mutilation of corpses. 

In an interview with Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent this evening, M. Hyvaarinen, 
the head of the Criminal Investigation 
Department of the Helsingfors police, 
said that the police had few tangible 
clues, so that although the first gruesome 
discoveries were made some tiine ago, 
very little progress with the case has been 
possible. 

CUT OFF AFTER DEATH. 

Autopsies performed on the amputated 
limbs, he said, showed clearly that they 
had been cut off after death, and be- 
longed to twenty different bodies, which 
must have been dead for some weeks. 

Suspicion was directed to the mortuary 
attached to Malm Churchyard, people 
living in the vicinity having complained 
of the meetings that took place after dusk 
had fallen. 

Inquiries showed that the mortuary 
caretaker, Saarenheimo, was interested in 
occult practices, and frequently remained 
late at night at the mortuary, and conse- 
quently he was arrested. On searching 
Saarenheimo’s house a number of 
suspicious articles were discovered, as 
well as photographs of dead bodies lying 
in their coffins, and a quantity of occult 
literature, including an English book on 
black magic. 

The assistance of Scotland Yard was 
invoked when the Finnish police found 
that Saarenheimo possessed a number of 
works issued by a London firm, and also 
what appears to be a membership card of 
an occult society. 


CABALISTIC HYMNS, 


No information has vet been received 
from London on the subject either of the 
society or the publishing house. Since his 
arrest Saarenheimo has spent his time in 
jail singing hymn and Psalm tunes with 
cabalistic words, though he denies al] 
knowledge of the mutilations. Police 
alienists who have examined him find no 
trace of mental deficiency. 

As many paupers’ bodies had been 
placed in charge of the arrested caretaker. 
the churchvard authorities decided to 
open all the r<w paupe2rs’ graves. The 
result was that thirty mutilated bodies of 
both sexes were discovered. The exhuma- 
tions are to be continued, and the police 
fear that the number of mutilated corpses 
will be increased, as those already dis- 
covered do not account for all the limbs 
found in the well. i 

The suggestion that the ghastlv crimes 
had a political significance is discounted 
by the police, although some of the corpses 
were those of known Communists. 


A RUSSIAN CULT? 


It is thought that they are the work of 
a secret society dealing in necromancy, 
although the police do not know of any 
such society in Finland. 

Satanism, or Black Magic, was very 
popular in Russia before the war, and it 
may be not unreasonably supposed that 
some of the refugees who went to Finland 
on the outbreak of the revolution carried 
their practices with them, and established 
a cult in the country of their exile. Black 
Magic has been extensively practised in 
Europe for centuries, and one of the main 
purposes of the Inquisition was to stamp 
it out.

ELECTION OF PATRON. 


When a suggestion was made that the 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State 
should be eleccved patron of the new Irish 
Olympic Council, Mr. S. O'Hanlon (Irish 
Amateur Boxing Association), at a meet- 
ini of the Council in Dublin last Saturday 
night, said that it would be bad enough 
to have the President of the Executive 
Council, but to appoint the Governor- 
General would be “ going too far." 

He represented the King of England, 
and they “ wanted to go as Ireland.” He 
moved that no patron should be elected. 

The election of the President of the 
Executive Council had been proposed by 
Dr. Rowlette,

The Times says:—It is no more than a 
week since the form of the national appeal 
was decided by the Cabinet. The sub- 
stance of it had already shaped itself. 
There was, and is, no doubt or difficulty 
about the real for the electorate. 
No middle way is left. 

The present Opposition while it still 
held office sought to demonstrate that ex- 
penditure need bear no relation to revenue 
or to the activities by which revenue 1s 
produced. More spending, more taxing 
and every discouragement that can be 
devised for the provider of revenue by 
loctrinaires, valiant in their copious first- 
hand ignorance of economic machinery— 
these make up the bland, unrepentant 
generalities of their programme.

ACTIVITY OF SECRET 
ORGANISATIONS. 
From OUR OWN (ORREXPONDENT. 
ENNISCORTAY, Sunday. 

At a public meeting at Ferns, Co. Wexford, 
to-day, Mr. 0. Grattan Esmonde,T.D., said 
that a new situation had arisen and a new 
chapter was being opened in politics in this 
country. “I refer,” he said, “to the} re- 
newed activity of the secret organisations 
which are spreading throughout the country, 
and to the measures which the representatives 
of the people are going to take to deal with 
this activity. 

“I think I am not exaggerating when | 
say that, as far as the danger of dis- 
turbance is concerned, the situation 
to-day is more serious than at any time 
since the civil war of nine years ago. 

“Are we to allow the organisations of 
secret societies to increase and to import 
more arms, or are we to take steps to see 
that the danger does not go too far? During 
the last four years there has heen compara- 
tive peace in this country, but it looks now 
as if a new challenge is being thrown down 
to AH authority and the sovereignty of the 

eople. 

“That challenge will be taken up and 
defeated in the same way that such challenges 
have been met in the past. That must happen 
if we are not to relapse into anarchy.” 

Referring to the Fianna Fail position, Mr. 
Esmonde said that Mr. de Valera always 
recognised the secret organisation as ‘‘ the 
true sovereign power in this country.” Mr. 
de Valera had said that the Dail had no 
authority, that it was an illegal assembly, 
and that the power of life and death did 
not belong to the Dail, but to the secret 
organisation outside, 

“The organisation that is getting arms 
and money and becoming active in the 


the people, under the Constitution of the 
Siate, had the right to advocate any form 
of government they wished, let it be 
republic or a monarchy, a cictatorship, or | 
even a soviet. The law and Constitution 
guaranteed this right, and though he was 
absolutely opposed to Communism or 
Fascism, as being entirely contrary to the 
religious, moral and material interests of the 
people of the country, the people had a right 
tu advocate such forms of government, and 
to induce other people to adopt their point 
of view. 

There was, however, »ne great overriding 
condition, that was that others could be 
induced only in an open and constitutional 
way. No man, and no party, had the right 
to induce the people by force or threats to 
accept doctrines. It was only by means of 
the ballot box that the people could delegate 
their authority to any man or any party, and 
if authority were assumed by any other 
yneans, then it became a tyranny. 


LABOUR'S BELIEFS. 


The Labour Party believed that the a 
had the right to say whether the Treaty 
of 1921 should he accepted .and there was 
no doubt that the vast majority of the people 
were in favour of accepting it, not as a 
final settlement, bat as a very big advance 
in that direction. The Labour Party accepted 
the Treaty in the spirit that Griffith accepted 
it, and would, if given the opportunity. use 
ti:¢ machinery of government for the material 
improvement of all the people.

The Lord Mayor.’ who presided, welcomed 
the Archbishop, and said that he hoped it was 
not too late for Dublin citizens, and for the 
Irish people as a whole, to throw in their 
lot with the Catholic Libraries Committee 
and those associated with them, in an effort 
to give a counterblast to the dangerovs and 
menacing propaganda that was being circu 
luted in this country, not only ip Dublin. 
hut in every village in the country. 

There were representatives of foreign 
countries who were not friendiy to this 
country, and who were, in his opinion, a 
menace not only to religion but to the State. 


THE LECTURE, 

Arch)ishop Downey said that he supposed 
there was no subject more widely discussed at 
the present moment in intellectual, would be 
intellectual and pseudo-intellectual circles than 
the question of man’s immortality. On the 
one hand, thev had rationalists, naturalists, 
materialists, agnostics., and the whole tribe 
of those who were bent on pounding man’s 
immortality out of existence in a mortar; and, 
on the other hand, they had spiritualists, who 
went to the other extreme, and assured them 
that not only did the sou] survive the body, 
but alsc the clothes that they wore and the 
flowers that adorned their rooms. 

Of late years. continued the Archbishop, 
the desire to obtain direct knowledge of the 
soul’s survival had been responsible for what 
had been described as psychical research, and 
he would like to point out at the very outset 
that these people were uot spiritualists in the 
real sense, but gross materialists ; 
because they refused to _ believe’ in 
the survival of the soul after death, unless 
they could feel the touch of a vanished hard, 
or hear the sound of a voice that was still. 
Among people who were prominent 
spiritualism ‘to-day were men of light and 
leading, like Six Oliver Lodge and the late 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle: me whose 
characters «nd reputations were above 
suspicion, und such men were very anxious 
that they should regard spiritualism as he 
ginning with them 


A MODERN THING. 

To begin with, he thought that must people 
did not realise how very modern a thing 
modern spirituajism with its mediums really 
was. It went ne further back than the v2ar 
1848, when the Fox sisters declared that they 
heard rappings in their rooms and responced 
t¢ them, and started that modern spiritism 
in that land of invention and discovery— 
America. (Laughter) Before 1848 there 
had been spiritualism in a broader sense, 
that went on until 1848 and they had these 
Fox sisters, whic were suspected of fraud wnd 
trickery, admitting that they produced their 
phenomenon by trickerv, 

Very soon after 1848, spiritualism spread 
all over America, and in every town there 
were table tappitigs and other mind phenomena. 
The movement came to Enyland. where, how- 
ever, *t did not take on a scientific character. 
From 1853 to 1882 was the golden age of 
fraud and trickery in England. The Society 
of Psychical Research was formed by men 
of considerable reputation. They issned a 
manifesto tu sav that thev were anxious to 
investigate psychical phenomena, and they 
asked anyone with gilts of hypnotism and 
mesmerism to come forward, and they would 
conduct a scientific examination. hut thev 
refused to have anything to do with 
professional mediums, ‘there was no response, 
and the whole movement of spiritualism 
seemed in danger of dving out. 


RESULT OF TESTS. 

There were also the “ true believers’’ who 
regarded the two per cent. of unexplained 
phenomena and a good deál more of their 
own as manifestations of discarnate spirits. 
Amidst the din of contending parties, the 
psychologist could hardly make himself heard : 
yet he really had something to contribute if 
the disputants who emitted more heat than 
licht would only give him a hearing, The 
result of a series of psychological 
tests recently applied to trance 
mediums was to demonstrate conclusively 
that in no case did the medium in the trance 
state rise above the mental level of the 
waking state—that his revelations were, as 
a matter of fact, nothing more than out- 
pourings from his dream consciousness. 

Continuing, the Archbishop said that to 
account for some of the marvels of the 
seance room on psychological grounds was 
by no means to preclude the possibility of 
Satanic intervention. The Church tanght 
that spirits good and bad existed, and were 
capable of entering into comm aoieation vith 
man, subject to God's sanction— His posi- 
tive permission inp the case of ~ond spirits, 
His toleration in the case of bad ones. The 
effects of spiritualism were evil; that was 
admitted even by those who dismissed 
spiritualism as all frand and trickery. but 
who admitted that spiritualism had driven 
many people mto asylums, and had in- 
duced many to lead immoral! lives. The 
Church did not say that in any particular 
case there had been Satanic intervention~ 
that was not her province—but she pointed 
to the danger of such intervention 
Catholics who attended seances did wrong 
because they disobeved the Church in a 
grave matcer. 

The Rey. S. Brown, 8.J., proposing a vote 
of thanks to Archbishop Downey, said that he 
was sure that every friend of the Central 
Catholic Library would be profonndly grate- 
ful to His Grace for his brilliant and enter- 
taining lecture. 

Mr. Thomas Fullerton seconded, and the 
Lord Mayor, in putting the vote, expressed 
the hope that they would shortly have the 
privilege of seeing and listening to Arch- 
bishop Downey aain. 

The vote was passed amidst 
and the Archbishop replied.

BISHOP OF CASHEL ON 
WORLD’S NEED. 


—4—— 


The Bishop of Cashel, preaching at the 
Harvest, Festival in Christ Church, Leeson 
Park, Dublin, yesterday morning, referred 
to the existing world conditions and the need 
for a revival of spiritual life in the Church. 

There was, he said, food more than 
enough for the world population, vet millions 
were hungry. There were loud complaints of 
over-production while thousands in every 
country were in need of necessaries whien 
could not be distributed. Although America 
had half the gold of the world, over seven 
million of her people were unemployed, and 
were thankful if they got a share of the 
tickets for public soup kitchens. 

The imminent need was a new outlook— 
what the New Testament called repentence— 
a new standard of values, and a new con- 
ception of human relationships. Here the 
Church should lead the way. 

Having touched on the prevailing condi- 
tions in Germany, he said that an im- 
poverished Germany or an _ impoverished 
England meant an impoverished Europe, and 
no national solution of the problem was 
possible. It was a world problem. 

While counsel to buy English goods, or 
Ulster goods, or Irish goods, might give 
relief at home, the major problem would not 
be solved in that way, nor by cuts in salaries 
and reduction in wages. These reductions 
might mean something for the moment, but 
the root cause must be dealt with. 

The crisis called for a new outlook. An 
agreement for an all-round reduction in 
armaments would accomplish much more 
In economic stability and help to dispel the 
fear that was paralysing people. The 
frimary need, he said, speaking of the 
responsibility of the Church, was a revival 


oí spiritual life in the Church.

LONDON, Sunday Night. 
E have been so used to the Duke of 
W York Handicap throwing a good deal 
of light on the Cambridgeshire that 
we could be disappointed yesterday when it 
almost entirely failed to do so. It could not 
very well do so for the race, having to be re- 
opened twice, was finally reduced to a mile 
instead of a mile and a quarter, and a mile 
at Kempton, with its sharp turn into the 
straight, is no indication of the capacity of a 
horse to get the Cambridgeshire course. 
Yesterday's ace was won by Mrs. Arthur 
James's Pricket, a home-bred Colt by Twelve 
Pointer out of Picardel, the dam of Phalaris, 
Herbalist and several other winners. the two 
named being among the fastest six furlong 
horses of their years. The three-year-old only 
won by a neck from the four-year-old Dancing 
Toy, from whom another neck separated the 
three-vear-old Philae, with still another three. 
year-old, Links Tor, close up fourth. It was 
a very general opinion that Philae was a very 
unlucky loser, for he was badly placed coming 
into the straight, where there was a good 
deal of bunching behind the leaders. who 
were the favourite, Truculent, and Jacques

Then Philae was interfered with several 
times when his jockey, R. A. Jones, was 
trying to find an opening. It was only one 
hundred and hfty yards or so from home that 
Philae found an opening, and he was going 
much better than anything else at the finish.

seen a more unlucky loser of a big handicap 
all the season. Dancing Toy, too, could not 
have had the best of the luck, for he had to 
come from last place to get where he did.

This hali- 
sister to Easter Hero had rather uniuckily 
lost a hurdle race at Baldoyle. and had every 
prospect of making amends now, but she 
tailed to make any show against Reilly, who 
again. showed a partiality for the course by 
winning in easy style. He belongs to Mr. 
P. J. Murphy, a director of the Naas meeting, 
but he was not supported to any degree, and 
those backers lucky enough to support him 
on the tote received the remunerative odds of 
255 to 1. as compared to the bookmakers’ 
offer of 100 to 14. 

Although Luck Gift has been very 
moderate form in Fngland during the season 
P. Behan was not without hope of his charge 
making a bold bid for the Eadestown Plate. 
and his confidence was well justified by the 
result, for Luck Gift well outstayed Some 
Gift to win by half a length. It will be 
remembered that Major E. M. Connolly's 
gelding won the valuable Baldoyle Foal Plate 
last year, but ran in very disappointing 
stvle all this season in England, and his come 
back is a distinct tribute to the training 
abilities of P. Behan. 

AN OUTSIDER WINS. 

Yet another disappointment was in store 
for backers when the Newtown Plate came 
on for decision. For this that good staying 
horse, Johnny Green, carried most “:onev, 
but was beaten by the rank outsider, 
Coolavach, the property of Mr. W. W. Ashe. 
who has been having a very successful time 
ot late, both with his own horses and those 
he trains for other owners. Mr. Ashe bought 
the gelding as a yearling at the Dublin sales 
He is by Loch Lomond out of Vivace, a 
mare who met with considerable success on 
the racecourse some vears back. 

Mr. Peter Kelly. the owner of Bem and 
some other useful horses, won the Mullaboden 
Plate with Faithful Marquis. Quickly away 
from the bargier, the son of Tagrag played 
the part of hare before hounds all the way, 
and though tiring fast as he approached the 
winning post there was never any fear ot 
his being overhauled.
